Will Made Seven Months 


Before J. J. Astor Perish- 
ed On the Titanic, is Made 
Public Today 


CHARITY GIVEN 
JUST $30,000 


No Provision 
Made For 


Wife Who Divorced Him; 
Widow Gets Trust Fund 


of $5,000,000. 


Now York. May 7.—Counsel for Hie 


family made public the will of John 
Jacob Astor. as drawn in this city in 
September last, only a few days after 
his marriage to Miss Madeleine Tal- 
mage Force and approximately seven 
months before he perished with the 
sinking of the Titanic. 


Vincent Astor, a son, is made the 


principal beneficiary and residuary le- 
gatee. 
No hint as to the value ot 


the great estate is given, and by Uic 
creation of trust funds tbe testator 
has followed, as far as possible, the 
custom of his forbears in keeping the 
vast Astor real estate holdings intact. 
Valuations 
of the estate 
run any- 


where from $7-5,000.000 to $15U.OOO,UOO 
A close friend of tbe family said last 
night that the smaller figure, in bis 
opinion, is nearer the correct 
esti- 


mate.

Aside from provisions for Vincent 


Astor the will provides for uncondi- 
tional

$270.500. 


Among these there is but one of 
a 


charitable nature. This is $110.000 to 
St. Paul's School at Concord, N. II- 
Tbe remainder of tbe legacies are to 
relatives, 
friends and faithful ser- 


vants.* 


Nearly all other provisions of the 


•will, as made public, deal with the 
trust funds of which there are three: 
$3,000,000 for the young widow; $5,- 
000,000 for tbe colonel's only daugh- 
ter, Muriel, the child of his former 
wife, Ava Willing Astor, and ?:!,000,- 
000 for 
tbe 
expected 
posthumous 


child ot ttie present widow. This lat- 
ter clause provides for "each child 
who shall survive the testator other 
than his son, William Vincent, 
and 


his (laughter, Ava Alice Muriel." 


No provision is made for the wife 


who divorced him; and if the young 
widow dies or marries again the Sf>.- 
000,000 trust fund, together with the 
town house and other property left 
to her, reverts to Vincent Astor. She 
receives, however. $100,000 outright, 
without further stipulation; and until 
the income from the mist fund shall 
become available, the trustees :ire di- 
rected to pay her an income of ?200,- 
000 a year.

PERSONALLY SLANDERS HIM. 


T, R, TEACHES CLASS HATRED 


U a Serious Menace to Constitutional 


Government Because of his Power 
With Peoplo

Speaking at 
Baltimore, Mr. Taft 


said: 


The truth 
about 
tho Harvester 


Trust is that Mr. Bonaparto thought 
it ought to bo prosecuted. Mr. (Jt-orgo 
W. • Perkins, who was a director In 
the Harvester Trust, then a director 
In the Steel Trust mid also a member 
of tho firm of Morgan Co., came over 
to Washington and pleaded with Mr. 
Herbert Knox Smith, of the bureau 
of Corporations, not to bring tho suit, 
and Induced Mr. Smith to make a re- 
port to Mr. Roosevelt in which he set 
forth the fact that tho Steel Trust 
and tho Harvester Trust and the 
other Morgan Interests had attempted 
to carry out Mr. Roosevelt's Idea of 
publicity, and. therefore, they ought 
not to be subjected to prosecution 
under tho anti-trust law, even though 
they were technically guilty, threaten- 
ing that If they were prosecuted they 
would fight tho Administration; would 
give them no moro access to their 
books, and would conduct themselves 
in opposition to tho Administration. 


"The result waw that Mr. Smith 


made a report on the 21st of Septem- 
ber to Mr. Roosevelt, In which ho de- 
tailed this conversation and recom- 
mended that no suit be brought until 
ho had made a full Investigation of 
tho Harvester Trust. 


Tho Harvester Trust. 


"Uofore this n report was made by 


t.ho Assistant District Attorney of 
North Dnkota and by tho District At- 
torney of Minnesota that there was 
ground for prosecuting the Harvester 
Trust; tljut this trust had violated tho 
anti-trust law. Uetween September 
21 and the 1st of November the mat- 
ter was under consideration, and on 
the 7th of November the president di- 
rected Mr. Herbert Knox Smith to no- 
tify Mr. Perkins that no prosecution 
would bo begun until after tho Inves- 
tigation. That settled tho matter be- 
cause that was what Mr. Perkins 
asked for." 


"Now, Mr. UooBovclt says that 1 


wan present In tho Cabinet meeting 
in which It WIIH decided not to prose- 
cute tho trust until nftor the Investi- 
gation. As a matter of fact, I was 
not in the country between August 
and December. 


"I had been to tho Philippines and 


was on my way around tho world. Mr. 
Bonaparte says that the Cabinet meet- 
Ing took pluco hi January. 
This is 


altogether a mistake, as It Is shown 
by Mr. Smith's diary that tho matter 
was decided in November. 
Discus 


sions, therefore, could not have been 
had with a view to deciding anything, 
because the decision already had been 
made, and Mr. Perkins had been 
notified that his application had been 
granted. 


Good Roosevelt Trusts. 


"Theso are tho circumstances tend- 


ing to show and Illustrate what Mr. 
Roosovelt means by good and bad 
trusts. 


'• "Ho means to introduce a benevo- 
lent despotism In which ho means to 
select the trusts which he thinks 
ought to continue and smash thoso 
he thinks ought not to continue, and 
as ho has said that anti-trust law 
ought to be repealed and supervisory 
laws passed he leaves no guldo by 
which to determine those trusts which 
arc violating tho law and those which 
are not. 


"It is ono of those pleasant arrange- 


ments for a man who likes to exer- 
cise arbitrary power and is most use- 
ful In giving an Instrumentality for 
tho maintenance of power that Is 
hardly to bo excelled. 


"I am not attacking Mr. Roosevelt 


as influenced by improper motives in 
his attitude toward tho trusts, l am 
only pointing out that, in view of his 
attitude toward the trusts. In view of 
hla having favored trusts that he 
thinks are good trusts and ousht to 
be encouraged, one of whoso directors 
aided him In his campaign and con- 
tributed largely to his funds, he Is In 
a very weak position to charge me 
with being under the control of the
